WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter’s voluntary remedies for in­ 
flation 
are 
assured 
of 
quick 
congressional consideration, with 
hearings beginning Tuesday. 
Rep. William S. Moorhead, D-Pa., 
said Friday his House Banking sub­ 
committee on economic stabilization 
will hold five days of hearings but they 
will go beyond the proposals Carter 
outlined Friday. 
Moorhead said he agrees with Carter 
that wage and price controls should not 
be used to stem inflation. 


But he said his subcommittee will 
consider requiring businesses plan­ 
ning major price increases to notify 
the

Stability. 


Carter’s program does not include 
such a requirement, but Treasury 
Secretary W. Michael Blumenthal said

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (AP) — 
Twenty Arab U.N. delegations have 
expressed 
surprise 
to 
U.S. 
Ambassador Andrew Young for saying 
Arab hatred of Jews reminded him of 
Ku Klux Elan hatred of blacks. 
The Arabs took issue with Young in a 
letter released Friday night while the 
State Department was scrambling to 
patch up any diplomatic damage 
resulting from a remark Young made 
Thursday when he said he thought the 
South 
African 
government 
was 
illegitimate. 
“ All the Arabs differentiate between 
Zionism and Judaism,” the 
Arab 
group said in the letter. “We consider 
Judaism a sacred religion as Islam 
and Christianity.” 
Zionism is the movement to create a 
Jewish homeland in Palestine. 
Amin Helmy II, the Arab League 
U.N. observer, released the letter to 
reporters. He said the group was in­ 
dignant when first learning of the 
remark but decided to soften the letter 
after a meeting

Ambassador Ali Humaidan of the 
United Arab Emirates. 
Young excused himself to Humaidan 
saying “he was new, he was ignorant, 
he was learning," Helmy said. 
Young’s remarks on Arab-Jewish 
feelings were made in a closed-door 
meeting with the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American Jewish 
Organizations on March 30. libya 
complained about the remarks at a 
U.N. Security Council meeting on 
Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter is restoring money for nearly 
half of the 30 water and dam projects 
he has considered scrapping but is 
holding firm on the others. 
Reports of the President’s decision 
came from congressmen and state 
officials who were notified Friday. 
Carter, who had threatened all 30 with 
extinction, said he would announce his 
decisions formally Monday. 
Few seemed willing to surrender to 
adverse decisions. “I will say a special 
prayer for the President and hope that 
his heart won’t be so cold,” said Rep. 
Wes Watkins, D-Okla., after learning a 
flood control project in his state had 
been eliminated. 
Carter’s decision may not be a final 
blow to the projects because Congress 
could restore the money to the budget. 
The survivors include two of the 
largest projects — the Tennessee 
Tombigbee Waterway and the Central 
Arizona Project. The victims include 
the Richard B. Russell Dam in Car­ 
ter’s home state of Georgia, a project 
he supported while governor. 
Of the 30 projects. Carter proposed 
no federal money for 15, full funding 
for eight, partial funding for five and 
withholding of money for two pending 
further study. 
The water development projects had 
been threatened since Carter said he 
would halt federal spending on them in 
the 1978 budget unless reviews proved 
them 
economically 
necessary 
and 
environmentally safe. 
There was no indication how much 
money Carter expected the chopping 
and paring to save.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Environm ental Protection Agency 
Friday pointed out the progress made 
in reducing particulate air pollution in 
recent years, but a northern Ohio 
citizen’s group contends the progress 
has been too slow. 
Nearly 2,000 nonresidential sources 
of air pollution had not complied with 
state control regulations by Friday’s 
deadline, the Ohio EPA reports. 
But some of the 1,984 sources such as 
industries and schools were expected 
to be in compliance soon, the agency 
said. Others may obtain extensions or 
face enforcement action.

As governor, Carter had agreed to 
the dam and lake project, but reports 
on Friday indicated he has decided to 
stick to a February decision to cut off 
funds for the $276 million dam on the 
Savannah River, which forms the 
border between Georgia and South 
Carolina.

Be sure the root system does not 
dry out or otherwise become damaged. 
Keep the roots of the plants in moist 
(not soggy) sand, sawdust or peat 
moss in as cool an area as possible. 
Also, open plants packed tightly in 
bundles and ventilate to prevent 
fungus development. Nursery stock 
can also be “heeled in” prior to 
planting. 
At planting time, avoid placing 
fertilizer in direct contact with roots 
and be sure there is good root-soil 
contact. To do this, firmly tamp or 
press the soil against the roots. Apply 
enought water to thoroughly moisten 
the soil. This drives out air pockets and 
settles the soil around the root system.

Primary damage is the result of the 
red-winged blackbirds puncturing the 
com kernel, when it is in the milk 
stage, and withdrawing the soft germ. 
This stage occurs during the latter 
part of July and early part of August. 
Secondary damage results from the 
husks being tom open by the birds and 
the influx of moisture in the ripening 
ears of com. Often these ears will mold 
or sprout, depending on the weather. 
The sample included 891 fields of 
about 17,820 acres, which represents 
about one-half of I per cent of the total 
com acreage in Ohio for 1976. The total 
damage was estimated at one third of I 
per cent, which is one-tenth per cent 
lower than in 1975. This represented an 
overall loss of about 1,300,000 bushels 
of com valued at $2,522,000. 
Primary damage was placed at .27 
per cent, which was nearly the same as 
primary damage in 1975. Because of 
this activity Ohio farmers lost about 
one million bushels of com, with an 
estim ated 
value 
of 
$1,940,000. 
Secondary damage was a problem 
only in the Lake Erie Region and in 
Ashtabula County, with dam age 
figures of .06 per cent and .02 per cent, 
respectively. 
The Southwest Region of the state 
had the highest primary and total 
damage estimate at .58 per cent, while 
the Central Region had the lowest at 
.15 percent.

Recorded in the annals of 
many of the great discoveries 
and inventions are numerous 
accidental 
causes. 
The 
in­ 
ventor who started looking for 
a solution to one problem only 
to find a more important side 
effect. The discoverer who set 
forth in search of a new sea 
route but discovered a new 
continent. 
A French botanist a few 
years ago may have started 
another 
such 
accidental 
discovery with 
far reaching 
implications when he threw a 
discarded chemical out the 
window of the lab at 
the 


French National Scientific 
Research Center. The solution 
landed on a withered plant. 
Within a 
short 
tim e 
the 
botanist noted the plant had 
been 
rejuvenated 
into 
a 
healthy specimen. 
The discarded chemical was 
an 
auxin-type 
horm one, 
centrophenoxine. It w asn’t 
long before researchers were 
using the drug in tests which 
indicated 
some 
success 
in 
slowing the aging process. In 
one test, mice injected with 
the hormone lived lifespans 25 
per cent longer than average. 
Relatively little is known 


about the aging process. One 
fact has been observed: An 
accumulation of a pigment 
called lipofuscin in the nerve 
cells of persons who are aged. 
This pigment accumulation in 
some cases has been lessened 
with 
dosages 
of 
cen ­ 
trophenoxine. 
No one is proclaiming a 
fountain of youth as a result of 
successes so far achieved, but 
the drug centrophenoxine may 
be another of those accidental 
d iscoveries with a bright 
future.

An armed Morris County Sheriff’s 
„ Deputy is posted at a wooden table 
J outside Karen’s door at all times, and 
!' the window blind in her room is drawn 
I and taped tight to the sill. More than a 
• year has passed since the New Jersey 
Supreme Court ruled that Karen Ann 
could be removed from the respirator 
J that was believed to be keeping her 
, alive, so that she might “die with 
dignity.” Karen did not die, and the 
Quinlans still fight to preserve her 
dignity. Julian Quinlan was offered 
$100,000 for a picture of Karen in bed. 
» She still winces, remembering. “Can 
you think of anything more horrible?” 
The Quinlans will visit Karen today, 
I as they have almost every day for the 
past 24 months. Joe will drop in at the 
nursing home on his way to work early

• at 4:30. Julie will drive over at 3 in the 
afternoon, after her secretarial job at 
• the rectory of their Catholic church, 
Our I^ady of the I^ake. Perhaps, as 
i often happens, they’ll pay Karen 
• another visit in the evening, after 
dinner. 
I 
Their two younger children, Mary 
Ellen and John, visit their sister every 
few days. Always alone. “It’s an 
emotional experience,” Joe Quinlan 
• says. “It’s really easier to see Karen 
- when you’re alone.” 
Julie says, “You never know what to 
< expect. When she’s peaceful, you feel 
• peaceful. But when she’s restless, you 
don’t want to leave until she is calm 
\ again.” 
• 
Because I am writing a book with the 
Quinlans, I have seen the emotional 
t trauma this mother and father endure 
' during their visits. Karen goes through 
“sleep” and “awake” cycles. When 
she is awake, she sometimes stares off 
, into space, unseeing. At other times, 
1 her head moves agitatedly from side to 
side, her eyes dart about the room and 
her face grimaces, giving the im- 
i pression she is crying out, as though in 
. pain. These are the “restless” times. 
The Quinlans know she cannot feel 
pain because the “cognitive” brain 
function has ceased. (“She does not 
• feel,” says Dr. Richard Watson, 


Morris View’s medical director. “If 
she could feel, the way ber body is 
twisted, she would die of the pain.” ) 
But the illusion of anguish is 
distressing. Joe and Julie have never 
quite grown accustomed to it. They 
kiss Karen and stroke her forehead, 
and talk to her lovingly until she finally 
goes to sleep. The parents know, 
because they have been told by doc­ 
tors, that their daughter’s writhing 
movements are only primitive reflexes 
- “but when you love someone, and she 
is still alive, to the extent that she is 
alive, you want to touch her and talk to 
her.” 
Karen lies on a water bed, a vain 
expedient to control the deep bedsores 
that are chronic on her 70-pound body. 
The brain death has caused her limbs 
to contract and grow rigid in a fetal 
posture. But the nurses keep her 
covered to the shoulders. And Julie 
buys pink and blue nylon nightgowns, 
then splits them down the back so that 
they can be slipped around Karen 
whenever a visitor is expected. 
Because she is fed a high-vitamin 
diet through tubes inserted into her 
nostrils, Karen’s face remains round 
and, when she is sleeping, the face 
seems that of a pale, pretty child. 
Above her bed, dangling on a cord, is 
Joe Quinlan’s crucifix. Propped above 
it is a picture of the Holy Mother. The 
respirator is gone now, and Karen 
breathes on her own, but round-the- 
clock nurses turn her from side to side 
every two hours, and a mild neosporin 
solution is slowly dispensed into her 
bladder from a bottle hung at the foot 
of the bed “as an irrigant,” Dr. Watson 
explains, 
“to 
discourage 
an 
overgrowth of bacteria.” 
Since Karen was transferred to the 
nursing home last June, Dr. Watson 
says, “There have been no tough 
medical decisions. One morning she 
had trouble breathing, and she turned 
blue, and an inexperienced nurse 
called the Quinlans and they rushed 
over. It was five a.m., and people were 
running around frantically. Sub­ 
sequently, Karen coughed up a mucous 
plug, which is very common in 
tracheotomies, when the patient 
doesn’t breathe well because of 
cerebral disease. That’s probably 
happened 30 times since then. And 
she’s run a fever from time to time.” 
No “heroic” measures will be taken to 
preserve her hopeless life in a medical 
emergency, the physician has said. 
No one can predict how much longer 
Karen can live in her debilitated state. 
Dr. Watson says, “When she dies, I 
think it’s going to happen rather 
suddenly.” 
So the waiting goes on. The Quinlans 
have settled into a routine that closely 
resembles normalcy. The church, the 
family, the dog, the two cats - 
everything functioning in a semblance 
of order. Even the visits to Karen seem 
“normal” now. 
Joe and Julie believe that “God has a 
plan for Karen,” and they are fortified

by the conviction that their tragedy 
has benefited mankind, by focusing 
world attention on the issue of death 
with dignity in the age of technological 
machines that can prolong hopeless 
life indefinitely. They had believed 
that with the respirator gone, Karen 
would “pass into the loving hands of 
the lard” — and sooner or later, she 
will — “she will be with Him always, 
and that is everything.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Calvert Crary 
is a stock analyst who studies the law 
and the facts of court suits rather than 
financial statements. 
Perhaps unique in that role, the 
young lawyer is also a reflection of the 
times, when government antitrust 
suits and patent infringement claims 
have the potential of producing sharp, 
sometimes prolonged, price changes. 
Matters of law are ubiquitous in 
business because, as Crary observes, 
the law itself is growing. Judicial, 
legislative and regulatory actions are 
producing not only more decisions but 
often more complex ones. 
This near constant activity accounts 
for the position that Crary, 33, occupies 
with the brokerage house of Bache 
Halsey Stuart, where he attempts and 
often succeeds in predicting the out­ 
come of major lawsuits. 
While Crary has written about more 
than 400 companies, he concentrates 
on four concerns prominent both in the 
courts and before the public: Xerox, 
Eastman Kodak, American Telephone 
& Telegraph and International 
Business Machines. His knowledge of 
the law, and how the facts of a case re­ 
late to the law, permit him to make 
judgments that ordinary securities 
analysts cannot. And he states his 
views without equivocation. 
Regarding the government an­ 
timonopoly case against IBM, he 
stated in an interview: “I feel IBM is 
on very, very strong ground. I’ve 
never seen a case so one-sided as this 
one. This is a case that should not have 
been brought.” 
Nevertheless, he said, he perceives 
the judge leaning in the direction of the 
government, which prepares him for a 
possible decision contrary to his view. 
“In that case, I am confident it would 
be reversed,” he said. 
“They have nothing,” he added for 
emphasis. “Their case (the govern­ 
ment’s) is so transparent, so weak, so 
poor...” The government’s own wit­ 
nesses, he said, have demonstrated 
that the Sherman Act has not been 
violated. 
Crary has backed his opinions with 
money. Shortly before joining the 
brokerage house, while working as an 
attorney, he became convinced that a 
$250 million judgment to Telex Corp. 
against IBM would be reversed. 
Four days before the appeals court 
acted, Crary gathered his available 
cash, some $3,000, and purchased call 
options in IBM, exercisable at $200 a 
share. At the time, the shares were 
selling for $160 each. 
After the reversal, IBM’s stock did 
rise, although there is no telling how 
much other market factors might have 
been involved. Still, having been able 
to buy IBM at $200 a share, he profited 
from having it rise to $228 within a few 
weeks. The price now is in excess of 
$270 a share. 
Unlike outside lawyeranalysts who 
operate part time or on a consulting 
basis, Crary devotes full time to his 
calling. Not content merely to know 
the law, he seeks also to know all he 
can about the condition of the company 
being analyzed and the industry in 
which it operates.

Speaking Of Your Health

Our IO year old son seems to be with­ 
drawn and unhappy. One of his teach­ 
ers strongly advises that we have some 
psychological tests done. My husband 
is distressed by this. I hope you can 
discuss this problem. Perhaps it will 
make our decision easier. 
— Mrs. H.D., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
It is a testimonial to the teachers at 
your son’s school that their interest 
and training are sufficient to recognize 
a child’s emotional needs. 
Far too often parents resent a teach­ 
er’s reaction to a child, especially 
when the suggestion of psychological 
testing crops up. I doubt if these 
parents would react in the same way if 
they were told by the school nurse or 
doctor that their child had a chronic 
cough and should have an X-ray of the 
chest. 
Yet there really should be no differ­ 
ence between a test of the body and a 
test of the mind if the child is to be the 
beneficiary. Parents should be ex­ 
tremely grateful that teachers are as 
interested in the total child as they are 
in the three R’s. 
Some parents totally block out the 
fact that a child has an emotional 
problem and they refuse to confront 
the issue. Teachers who constantly ob­ 
serve children at school see them in 
another light, and can more objective­ 
ly evaluate them and their relationship 
with other students in a non-family 
setting. 
Sometimes a parent will refuse to 


accept the teacher’s suggestion for 
psychological testing. An unrealistic 
sense of personal guilt and embarrass­ 
ment thus deprives the child of the 
testing that might pinpoint the cause of 
emotional conflict and turbulence. 
Testing is performed by highly 
trained specialists and clinical 
psychologists. The interpretation of 
the battery of tests that are given can 
play an important role in the destiny of 
the child. If there is evidence that 
psychological guidance is necessary, 
treatment can be started before prob­ 
lems become deeply ingrained and 
difficult to erase. 
Not in all instances is psychological 
treatment necessary. Very often an 
overlooked area of conflict or con­ 
fusion may come to light and quickly 
remedied. 
Your son will not find the testing 
experience unpleasant. He may, in 
fact, enjoy taking them and then 
speaking out his problems to the 
friendly person who knows how to talk 
to children on their own level.

As you, the average American, 
struggle to catch up with record high 
utility bills, you are probably a little 
frustrated and upset. The following 
information concerning how you may 
be making interest-free loans to the 
utility companies is from The Action 
Faction, printed by the Consumer 
Research Center. Don’t be tempted to 
not read it because it gets a little 
technical. Just get the general idea: 
Your utility bill may include federal 
taxes that won’t be paid for years. In 
the meantime, investor-owned utilities 
keep your money (interest free) and do 
whatever they want with it. This is 
perfectly legal, and good business 
sense for utility companies, really. 
But, questions now may arise con­ 
cerning this practice because of rising 
utility bills. Should the government 
continue to allow you the consumer, to 
be billed for taxes that may not be paid 
for years?

If you receive your electricity from a 
large investor-owned utility, every 
time you pay your electric bill you are 
probably, in effect, giving that utility 
an interest-free loan. Under current 
federal tax laws, most state utility 
commissions allow private companies 
to charge their customers for taxes the 
companies will not pay to the govern­ 
ment for several years, if at all. The 
dollar amounts of these overcharges 
and the laws which allow them are 
examined in a detailed, but very 
readable report published by the 
Environmental Action Foundation and 
the National Consumer Information 
Center. The booklet, Phantom Taxes in 
Your Electric Bill, describes how tax 
breaks-prim arily 
accelerated 
depreciation and the investment tax 
credit- 
and 
certain 
accounting 
methods which are permitted by 
federal law are used by private 
utilities 
to 
charge 
consumers 
significantly more for federal income 
taxes than they actually pay. 
In 1975, EA F and NQC report, the 
150 largest investor-owned power 
companies charged their customers a 
total of $2,198,770,163 for federal in­ 
come taxes, but paid only $727,869,518 
to the government - a difference of 
almost $1.5 billion. Of these 150 in­ 
dividual companies, 134 charged 
Consider 
Drying 
Costs Now

Agriculture 
With com drying costs climbing 
each year due to higher fuel bills, it 
may pay more than ever to plant some 
shorter season hybrids this spring. 
Many of them will dry down to 24 per 
cent this fall, compared to 30 per cent 
for longer season hybrids. 
W illiam 
Schnug, 
Extension 
Agricultural Engineer at Ohio State 
University, said drying com to 15.5 per 
cent moistrue from 24 per cent rather 
than from 30 per cent means we need 
to remove almost 5 pounds less water 
per bushel. 
The energy savings are 9800 BTU’s 
per bushel dried and, for a 125-bushels- 
per-acre crop, this adds up to 1,225,000 
BTU per acre, said the engineer. 
Schnug calculated the value of this 
energy saved, in terms of commercial 
propane at 45 cents per gallon, 
amounting to 5.7 cents per bushel or 
$7.13 per acre. 
Planting com early is another way to 
assure dried com in the field at har­ 
vest time, according to Extension 
Agronomists, and early planting 
usually helps improve yields, too. 
Of course, another way to reduce the 
energy, and thereby the cost, of 
growing com is to cut out as much 
tillage time as possible, Schnug said. 
He pointed out that when minimum 
tillage is used, 70 per cent of the total 
energy input for the crop is expended 
in drying, whereas with conventional 
tillage the drying operation requires IO 
to 12 per cent more energy than the 
tillage and harvesting operations. 
These figures are based on a 125- 
bushels-per-acre crop filed shelled at 
25 per cent moisture. 


consumers more for their taxes than 
they actually paid. Phantom Taxes in 
Your Electric Bill includes a list of 
federal income taxes paid, and the 
federal income taxes charged to 
customers by each of the 150 private 
utilities in 1975. The list was compiled 
from information filed by the utilities 
with the Federal Power Commission. 
Two tax breaks enacted by Congress 
have provided substantial tax savings 
for private power companies, but these 
savings are generally not reflected in 
the figure presented by the utilities to 
state regulatory commissions for 
ratesetting purposes. One tax break 
involves an expense item called 
depreciation. Using straight-line 
depreciation accounting methods, a 
company deducts from its income the 
cost of a new assist it has acquired, 
spread out evenly over the project life 
span of the asset. Federal tax laws now 
allow a company to opt to use an ac­ 
celerated depreciation schedule - 
larger deductions in earlier years of an 
asset’s life and smaller deductions in 
later years - and most utilities use 
accelerated depreciation accounting in 
preparing federal income tax returns. 
However, federal tax laws and most 
state regulatory commissions allow 
private utilities to “ normalize” tax 
savings received by using accelerated 
depreciation. 


Normalization is an accounting 
procedure 
which 
ignores 
for 
ratesetting purposes the tax benefits 
achieved by the private utilities under 
accelerated depreciation. EAF and 
NCIC estimate that, over the past 
twenty-one years, private power 
companies have accumulated over $5.4 
billion in deferred taxes • taxes in­ 
cluded in the rates charged to con­ 
sumers, but which have never been 
paid to the government. 


Private utilities claim that these 
taxes will be paid eventually, and that 
collecting them from customers before 
they’re actually due saves the com­ 
pany, and its customers the costs of 
borrowing money elsewhere. EAF and 
NQC argue that, if these private 
companies continue to expand, their 
deferred tax accounts will also expand 
and most of these collected taxes may 
never be paid to the government. 
Phantom taxes, your involuntary, 
interest-free loan to your privately- 
owned power company, can be used 
any way that the utility wishes. EAF 
and NCIC report that the money is 
often invested in new power facilities, 
which belong to the company’s 
stockholders. “ Thus,” they conclude, 
“to the extent that phantom taxes are 
never paid to the government, they 
serve to enrich the owners of utility 
stocks.” 
Both 
accelerated 
depreciation and the investment tax 
credit themselves provide a sub­ 
stantial incentive for growth, and as 
EAF and NCIC note, expanding power 
facilities and promoting increasing 
energy consumption are no longer 
unquestioned social policies. 


Accelerated depreciation and the 
investment tax credit are two of 
several tax breaks for private power 
companies which are discussed in 
Phantom Taxes in Your Electric Bill. 
Although, to a large extent, these 
benefits are prescribed by federal tax 
laws, state regulatory commissions do 
retain considerable authority. EAF 
and NCIC urge consumers to raise 
questions about how federal income 
taxes are charged to consumers at rate 
case proceedings before their state 
commissions. State utility com­ 
missions can both offer remedies for 
many specific instances of tax over­ 
charges and serve as a forum for the 
discussion of federal tax policies.
